Dollar Mark 


Average Cost Of Houses 
Is $4,000 Higher Than 
One Year Ago 


Average cost of new residences 
being built in Upland since Jan. 
1, 1955 is $4,000 more than was 
the average new residential out- 
lay a year ago, it was revealed 
yesterday in a recapitulation of 
figures in the office of Building 
Inspector Richard Derby. 

The four month total is $1,013,- 
028, almost double the building 
permit total for the same period 
in 1954. 

Fifty three new houses have 
been started in Upland this year 
with a total valuation of $675,800, 
or an average per house of 
$12,750. During the four months 
of last year, the residential con- 
struction totaled $309,690, an 
average of $8,600 for each’ house. 
Reason for the $4,000 higher av- 
erage cost is a slight increase in 
cost of construction but primarily 
due to more expensive and larger 
units. Only four new houses start- 
ed here this month were below 
the year’s average. 

Permits were issued this week 
for three new houses, including 
those for Mr. and Mrs. Martin 
Karavanic, 1340 North First ave- 
nue, for $16,000; for Mr. and Mrs. 

J. Jakobic, 1168 North Laurel 
avenue, $18,000 and a triple for 
Mr. and Mrs. W. Earl Scritch- 
field at 277 South Third avenue.

Bank Host To 
Public In Open. 
House Tonight 


Last-minute touches have been 
going into Bank of America’s 
new Upland branch building all 
week in preparation for its public 
open house tonight. The entire 
staff, headed by Manager Charles 
Walker, will a@t as hosts during 
the open house hours of 7:00 p.m. 
to 9:00 p.m. Refreshments will 
be served throughout the period 
and all visitors will be asked to 
inspect all sections and equip- 
ment of the bank, including the 
mezzanine floor, which ordinarily 
will not be gpen to the public. 

The building and its 50-car 
parking lot occupy the northeast 
corner of Second avenue and C 
street. It is about three times as 
large as the present Upland 
branch, and will be open for busi- 
ness next Monday morning, re- 
placing the old quarters. 

New Features 

Mr. Walker said the new build- 
ing ‘features modern-design win- 
dowless teller service, stream- 
lined check stands in the lobby 
with ballpoint péns for customers’ 
use, recessed fluorescent light- 
ing, acoustically treated ceilings 
to reduce noises, the entire in- 
terior painted in soft, modern 
colors, and other features in mo- 
dern vein. New features are the 
parking lot and a night deposi- 
tory. The safe deposit section has 
been greatly expanded, as have 
all other facilities. d 

Probably the ‘most unusual 
feature is the absence of any cash 
drawers, Manager Walker said. 
Instead - having such drawers in 
counters, to be opened and closed 
at rl ‘transaction, tellers will 
have their cash and supplies in 
compact, movable ‘teller’s bug- 
gies’’ that can be wheeled to any 
point along the work counter 
where tellers are stationed. The 
cash box remains open when in 
use, cutting down unnecessary 
motions. 

“There are many other advan- 
tages to this type of construc- 
tion,’’ Walker said, ‘‘and we are 
looking forward greatly to seeing 
our friends and showing them 
what their patronage through the 
years has enabled us to do here. 
We are grateful for the chance 
to grow they have given us, and 
this open house will be our way 
of saying ‘thank you’ to’ them.”

ganized March 17, 1898 and 
soon a contract was let to con- 
struct a building on the site of 
the property soon to be vacated 
by the Bank of America at 
Second avenue and Ninth street. 

The original bank building 
was 23 feet by 45 feet in size 
and John Gerry, contractor, 
built the structure for $1,677. 
Th bank was opened in its new 
building July 19, 1898 and de- 
posits totaled $3,272.27. 4 

A booklet giving the history 
of Upland’s first bank, lists the 
names of the first day deposi- 
tors. W. C. Cline is the only 
person living today among the 
published list. 

Bank business expanded ra- 
pidly and in 1900 ‘‘the directors 
accepted plans prepared by N. 
W. Hawkinson for an addition 
to the east end of the building,”’ 
according to the historical re- 
cord.

E ation of the American way of life and indeed the 
Survival of democracy throughout the world is in ne small 
measure dependent upon them.

Albert Einstein Helped His 
Adopted Land in War and Peace 


Albert Einstein, a soft-spoken man who discovered the 
mathematical formula for the world’s greatest violence—the 
atomic and hydrogen bombs—was the last one who would 
have wanted his knowledge to be tumed to destructive pur- 
poses, 

Pe did, however, at the urging of friends, write to President 
Roosevelt in August, 1939, saying that he believed uranium 
may be turned into a new and important source of energy in 
the immediate future,” including the “construction of bombs.” 

As a refugee from Nazi persecution Einstein knew that de- 
mocracy must be ready to meet the violence typified by Hitler, 
Tojo and Mussolini with greater force. He knew of the destruc- 
tive force—and of the power for good the uranium possessed. 

Though he lived more than three score and ten years; he 
would have been famous had he died a half century before, 
It was in 1905 that he published five scientific papers which 
marked him as one of the world’s greatest scientists. As a 
scientist, he will be remembered for his great achievements. 
And those who knew him personally will remember him for 
his humanity and kindliness, 

He helped the world in ways to spread peace, 
standard of living for all and to help America be a 
the new age now unfolding.

Since 19837 The Rev. James E. 
Crane, 241 S. Second avenue, has 
been completely blind. For nearly 
20 years he has been unable to 
distinguish light from darkness.

He continues to preach at the 
Pomona church. Though he ac- 
cepts no money, he shares the 
duties of the church with andther 
minister, Together they also hold 
Sunday services at a Baldwin 
park rest home. 


Adjusting himself to a life of 
darkness was no problem for the 
Rev. Mr. Crane. He lost the sight 
of his left eye first. Within 10 
years he was totally blind. 

After four lessons he had 
learned to read Moon Braille, 
and though he has learned to 
read modern Braille since then 
his most prized possession is his 
Moon Braille bible, which he 
bought at some sacrifice. It is 
contained in 56 books, each one 
about the size of a record album. 


He sits, as we found him, his 
left hand almost caressing the 
words. Each week he reads from 
65 to 115 chapters. 


Recently he has found a new 
interest, and while it will give 
him a hobby that should prove 
mildly lucrative, he has no inten- 
tion of giving up his church work. 


Mrs. Marian Hughes of the 
California State Department of 
Education: has recently taught 
Mr. Crane to make belts and 
suspenders. His work, after a 
few lessons, is excellent and he 
is now planning to learn leather 
lacing and the making of hand- 
bags, and billfolds. 

The years sit lightly on the Rev. 
Mr. Crane. His kindly philosophy 


| shows in his face and in his toler- 


ant attitude to people of other 
faiths who live in his neighbor- 
hood. 

“We have wonderful neigh- 
bors,’’ he says. ‘‘Whatever their 
religion I find them ll’ good 
people.’’.

Reflecting somewhat lighter ar- 
rivals, sales by Sunkist Growers 
declined around 50 cars from 
those of-last week, leveling off 
at 725 cars. Average prices on 
fruit sold in interstate channels 
were generally quite steady at 
around $5.00 a box f.o.b. 

The Navel Orange Administra- 
tive committee set fhe prorate 
on Southern California navel or- 
anges at 750 cars for the week 
ending April 30. A few scattered 
shipments, 
movement. of the 1955 Central 
California navel crop will also 
move to market. 

General maturity of the new 
crop of Central California valen- 
cia oranges: was announced by 
the Valencia Orange Administra- 
tive Conimittee. and shippers in 
that area were allocated 300 cars 
for shipment under’ regulation 
during the week ending April 30. 
Early maturity shippers in South- 
ern California have been allotted 
75 cars of valencias for shipment 
and it is estimated from 75 to 
90 cars. of ‘‘Desert’’ valencias will 
also move out of California and 
Arizona next week.

The Bank of America bid 2% 
per cent interest with $351 pre- 
mium; Wheaton & Co., Los Ans 
geles 2% per cent interest and

Co., Los Angeles, 2% per cent 
interest and premium of $833, 
and Heller, Bruce & Co., Los 
Angeles, 2 per cent interest and 
premium of $107. 

This brings to $270,000 the 
amount of bonds sold from the 
$350,000 authorized by voters in 
a bond election Jan. 30, 1953. The 
first sale was for $160,000 and the 
second for $50,000. 

Between $30,000 and $40,000 of 
the $60,000 sale will be used for 
construction of a shower room- 
dressing room addition to Up- 
land Junior high school.

“Before permitting children to} 
ride bicycles, parents should be | 
certain that the youngsters under- | 
stand traffic laws and will obey | 
them, This is the first require- 
ment for avoiding traffic aecci- 
dents,’’ B. R. Caldwell, California 
highway patrol commissioner 
cautioned. 

He listed a series of eight safe 
bicycling rules to be taught and 
followed: : | 

1. Ride with traffic, keeping as} 
far to the right of the roadway as|

3. When riding with friends, | 
travel single file. 

4. Put books and packages in' 
a garrier attached to the bicycle, | 
and never carry passengers on a‘| 
bicycle. 

5. Obey all traffic signs, signals 
and traffic laws. 

6. Never hitch onto trucks, auto- | 
mobiles, or other moving vehi- | 
cles. . 

7. If it is absolutely necessary ; 
to ride at night, have a good 
head lamp and rear reflector. 

8. Never’use a bicycle that is 
not in good condition. ;
